Mexico City, July 16.—General Vic­ 
toria no H uerta resigned from the pro­ 
v i s i o n presidency of the Mexican 
repu, lie and his resignation was ac­ 
cepted by the senate and chamber of 
deput es by a vote of 121 to 17. 
Francisco Carbajal then was ap­ 
point d president and took the oath 
of o,... e at the joint session of depu­ 
ties and senators. 
H uerta’s resignation was submitted 
through the departm ent of foreign re­ 
lations. 
It was read in the house and 
was greeted with cries of “viva Hu- 1 
erta. 
It was referred to the joint 
committees of gobernacion. 
After brief consideration the com 
mitteea reported, accepting the resig- 
nation in the following terms: 
“Article I—We accept the resigna­ 
tion presented by General Victoriano 
H uerta as president of the Mexican 
United States. 
Article 2 
We call Licentiate Fran 
cisco Carbajal, minister of foreign re­ 
lations, to assume the presidency.’’ 


Carbajal Goes to Palace. 


A ballot was taken and the joint 
session approved the report. 
President Carbajal proceeded to the 
national palace under an escort of 
presidential guards and all along the 
way 
was 
greeted 
with tumultuous 
cheering. 
The text of General H uerta’s resig­ 
nation follows: 
“Deputies and Senators: Public ne­ 
cessity admitted by the chamber of 
deputies, by the senate and the su­ 
preme court, called me to the su­ 
preme 
magistracy 
of the 
republic. 
Irater, when in this same hall, I had 
the honor of addressing you in com­ 
pliance with the constitutional pre­ 
cept, I promised, at all costs, to bring 
about peace. 
“Seventeen months have passed and 
In that brief period of time I have 
formed an army with which to carry J 
out that solemn promise. 
You all I 
know the immense difficulties which 
my government has encountered owing 
to a scarcity of funds, as well as to 
tho manifest and decided protection 
which a great power of this continent 
has afforded to the rebels. 


“Outrage" at Vera Cruz. 


Bo great was this protection that 
when the revolution had been broken 
up, seeing that its chief leaders were 
and continued to be divided, the power 
in 
question sought a pretext to inter­ 
vene directly in the conflict and the 
result of this was the outrace com­ 
mitted a t Vera Cruz by the American 
fleet. 
Success was had, as you know, in 
adjusting honorably through, our dele­ 
gates at Niagara Falls the petty Tam ­ 
pico incident, but the revolution con­ 
tinued with the support of whom we 
all know. 
Yet, 
after 
the 
highly 
patriotic 
work achieved by our delegates at 
Niagara Falls, there are still some 
who say that I, come what may, seek 
my 
personal interest and not that of 
tho republic. And as I need to rebut 
t$i!s allegation with tacts I tender my 
formal resignation of the presidency 
of the republic. 


Labored in Good Faith. 


The national congress must know I 
that the republic, through its govern- • 
ment, has labored in entire good faith I 
a n i with the fullest energy, having 
succeeded 
in doing away with 
tho 
party which in the United States calls 
Itself Democ!atle, asd having shown 
bow the right should be defended. 
“To be more explicit, I will say that 
the action of the government o? the 
.republic during its short life has dealt 
death blows to an unjust power. Irater 
on. stronger workers will come, using 
Implements that undoubtedly will end 
that power, which has done so much 
harm and 
committed so 
many out­ 
rages on this continent. 
"In conclusion 
I will say 
that I 
abandon the presidency of the repub­ 
lic, carrying with me the highest sum

For the next few days the Wash­ 
ington government will watch close­ 
ly the movements of Carranza and if 
he tails to take steps looking to the 
cessation of hostilities and the resto-, 
ration of peace a sharp note is likely 
to be sent to him by this government, 
in which President Wilson will ex­ 
press his displeasure. 
While hopes are high in the White 
House and state department for an 
early adjustm ent of the whole Mexi­ 
can problem they were not so in other 
circles, particularly diplomatic.

Huerta Become President of 
Feb. 19, 1913. 
Washington, 
July 
16.—Victoriano 
Huerta took oath as provisional presi­ 
dent of Mexico Feb. 19, 1913, the day 
after Fram isco I. Madero had been 
arrested at the national palace. Three 
days later Madero and Jose Marie 
Bino Suarez, vice president, were shot 
to death on a midnight ride under 
guard from the palace to the peniten­ 
tiary. 
The manner of their death nev­ 
er was satisfactorily explained. 
One of H uerta’s first acts as pro­ 
visional president was to telegraph 
William IL Taft, then president, the 
following m essage: 
“I have the honor to inform you 
that I have overthrown this govern­ 
ment.

About once in seven years, I should 
say. the senate takes up the pleasing 
pastime of Investigating Itself—that 
is, it attempts to find out how the 
newspapers get and publish executive 
session secrets.

Plant Pathologist Says Blight Is Be­ 
ing Produced. 
Spearfish, S. D., July 16.—According 
to Professor H. S. Coe, consulting 
plant pathologist of the state agricul 
tural college of Brookings, all the 
crab apple trees of the Spearfish val­ 
ley district must be destroyed to save 
the orchards of that region. 
He was called here to make an in­ 
vestigation of an apple blight which 
was seriously affecting the district 
He finds that the blight is caused 
by a species of bacteria which pro­ 
duces a canker, from which exudes a 
gummy substance. 
Upon this bees 
and insects feed. 
The crab apple 
trees have been found to be the most 
prolific producers, of these cankers.

Mexico City, July 16.—General Vic­ 
to r ^ lo Huerta resigned from the pro­ 
viso oal presidency of the Mexican 
repm tic and his resignation was ac­ 
cepted by the semite and chamber of 
deput e* by a vote of 121 to 17. 
Francisco Carbajal then was ap­ 
point d president and took the oath 
of ofT e at the joint session of depu­ 
ties and senators. 
H uerta’* resignation was submitted 
through the department of foreign re­ 
lations. 
It was read in the house and 
was greeted with cries of “viva Hu­ 
e r ta " 
It was referred to the joint 
committees of gobernacion. 
After brief consideration the com­ 
mittees reported, accepting the resig­ 
nation in the following terms: 
“Article I—We accept the resigna­ 
tion presented by General Victorlano 
H uerta as president of the Mexican 
United States. 
“Article 2— We call IJeentiate Fran­ 
cisco Carbajal, minister of foreign re­ 
lations, to assume the presidency.” 


Carbajal Goes to Palace. 


A ballot was taken and the joint 
•ession approved the report. 
President Carbajal proceeded to the 
national palace under an escort of 
presidential guards and all along the 
way 
was greeted 
with tumultuous 
cheering. 
The text of General Huerta's resig­ 
nation follows: 
“Deputies and Senators: Public ne­ 
cessity admitted by the chamber of 
deputies, by the senate and the su­ 
preme court, called me to the su­ 
preme 
magistracy 
of 
the 
republic. 
T>ater, when in this same hall, I had 
the honor of addressing you In com­ 
pliance with the constitutional pre­ 
cept, I promised, at all costs, to bring 
about peace. 
“Seventeen months have passed and 
In that brief period of time I have 
formed an army with which to carry { 
out that solemn promise. 
You all 
know the immense difficulties which 
my government has encountered owing 
to a scarcity of funds, as well as to 
the manifest and decided protection 
which a great power of this continent 
has afforded to the rebels. 


"Outrage” at Vera Cruz. 


“So great was this protection that 
when the revolution had been broken 
up, seeing that its chief leaders were 
and continued to be divided, the power 
In question sought a pretext to inter­ 
vene directly in the conflict and the 
result of this was the outrage com­ 
mitted at Vera Cruz by the American 
fleet. 
“Success was had, as you know, In 
adjusting honorably through our dele­ 
gates at Niagara Falls the petty Tam­ 
pico incident, but the revolution con­ 
tinued with the support of whom we 
all know. 
“Yet, 
after

work achieved by our delegates at 
Niagara Falls, there are still some 
who say that I, come what may, seek 
my personal interest and not that of 
tho republic.

Three 
days later Madero and Jose Marie 
Bino Suarez, vice president, were shot 
to death on a midnight ride under 
guard from the palace to the peniten­ 
tiary. The manner of their death nev­ 
er was satisfactorily explained. 
One of Huerta's first acts as pro­ 
visional president was to telegraph 
William H. Taft, then president, the 
following message: 
“I have the honor to inform you 
that I have overthrown this govern­ 
ment, 
The forces are with me and 
from now on peace and prosperity 
will reign.” 
The republic was at once plunged 
into civil war. 
The Sonora state con­ 
gress officially repudiated the provi­ 
sional government. 
Pasqual Orozco

Plant Pathologist Says Blight Is Be­ 
ing Produced. 
Spearfish. S. D., July 16.—According 
to Professor H. S. Coe, consulting 
plant pathologist of the state agricul­ 
tural college of Brookings, all the 
crab apple trees of the Spearfish val­ 
ley district must be destroyed to save 
the orchards of that region. 
He was called here to make an in­ 
vestigation of an apple blight which 
was seriously affecting the district. 
He finds that the blight is caused 
by a species of bacteria which pro­ 
duces a canker, from which exudes a 
gummy substance. 
Upon this bees 
and insects feed. 
The crab apple 
trees Im vc beeD found to be the most 
prolific producers of these cankers.

Every boy and girl should learn to 
swim because it makes them better de­ 
veloped men and women both physic­ 
ally and mentally. 
W hile 
most 
forms of 
athletics 
strengthen and develop certain parts 
of the body such as arms, legs, chest 
and abdomen, swim m ing brings about 
a uniform development of the entire 
body. 
It accustoms the muscles to 
quick and prolonged action, thereby 
m aking them hard and more elastic. 
It increases both the chest and lung 
capacity and causes a larger intake 
of oxygen (into the lungs by which the 
circulation of the blood through all 
the organs of the body are Increased. 
To swim in an expanse of water is 
much better than in a bank. because 
the air is not confined and circulates 
more freely. 
Open swimming is more 
invigorating to the system and by rea­ 
son of the so-called reaction which 
takes place, guards against cold and 
sudden changes of temperature. 
It 
has been dem onstrated that a person 
swim m ing in open water can go four 
tim es as far than when swimming in 
a tank. 
In learning to swim the first prin­ 
ciple is confidence. 
This is best 
tau g h t by having the pupil float on 
the back with the body completely re­ 
laxed, the lungs filled with air, the 
chest throw n forward and ilk* head 
even with the water. 
Any person 
can float for a long period of tim e 
and never have any fear of sinking. 
In fact, throughout my long career 
as a swimmer I have repeatedly tried 
to sink, but I find it impossible while 
observing these rules. 
As floating is 
not tiresome and practically devoid of 
all effort, It is best suited for resting 
purposes during a Ion ; swim and most 
useful in affecting the rescue of a 
drow ning person. 
One should keep at all times as 
much o: the body as pcfi iblc under 
the water. 
Never throw the should­ 
ers out,, but keep the chest out. 
In 
my four years of exptrience as a 
teacher of swim m ing I ha vt found the 
breast stroke is by far the best stroke 
for beginners. 
As they advance the 
pupils find the under arm side stroke 
is the least difficult while at the same 
time i t brings the most progress. 
During my three mile swim in Lake 
Erie, from Edgewater Beach to the 
water works intake crib at Cleveland, 
Ohio, I used 
the under arm side 
stroke. 
In fact, in all my long swims 
I use this stroke exclusively as the 
arms are worked entirely under water 
thereby saving strength. 
The body should at all times be re­ 
laxed and air should 
be 
iunaled 
through 
the rnuuth 
in 
long deep 
breaths and exhaled through nostrils. 
One fact should ever be born in mind 
and that is lo save your strength as 
much as possible. 
Short, wild aud 
unsteady movements are useless and 
v*:ll soon exhaust a swimmer. 
A lthough I was in w ater contin­ 
uously for two hours and tw enty m in­ 
utes during my swim from San Diego 
to Tent City, a distance of three 
miles, an observance of the simple 
rules of swimm ing insured my safety 
aud left me as fit after the swim as 
before.”

ciple is confidence.

ta u g h t by having the pupil float on 
the back with the body completely re­ 
laxed., the lungs filled with air, the 
chest throw n forward and the head 
even with the water. 
Any person 
can float for a long period of tim e 
and never have any fear of sinking. 
In fact, throughout my kmg career 
as a swimmer I have repeatedly tried 
to sink, but I find it impossible while 
observing these rules. 
As floating is 
not tiresome and practically devoid of 
all effort, it is best suited for resting 
purposes during a long swim and most 
useful in affecting the rescue of a 
drow ning person. 
One should keep at all times as 
much of the body as possible under 
1 the water. 
Never throw the should­ 
ers out,, but keep tho chest out.

breaths and exhaled through nostrils. 
One fact should ever be born in mind 
and that is to save your strength as 
much as possible. 
Short, wild and 
unsteady movements are useless and 
\\*ill soon exhaust a swimmer. 
Although I was in w ater contin­ 
uously for two hours and tw enty m in­ 
utes during my swim from San Diego 
to Tent City, a distance of three 
miles, an observance of the simple 
rules of swimming insured ray safety 
and left me as fit after the swim as 
before.”
